men, the Philoſophy of the late incomparable Sir Isaac 


NewrTon, having been rewarded by the public, in a 


manner ſo much beyond what he could ever hope; the 


leaſt which the world may expe& from this worthy 
gentleman is, that, if Sir Isa Ac ſhould yet remain ob- 
{cure and unintelligible in any fundamental point, he 


would be pleaſed to oblige it with further explanations 


of his Principles. And as it is of the higheſt importance 
to mankind, to have clear and diſtin notions of the 
Lorp Gov, his perfections, and providence ; we beg of 
the Doctor, in the name of the public, to explain by a 
ſhort comment the .meaning of the following Creed ; 


which, it is imagined, was written by Sir Isa Ac NEW- 


TON, in imitation of S. ArnhAxNAsIOS's Creed, to con- 
vince the world, that his religion was as much above 


that of the vulgar, as his philoſophy. 


The NRWTON IAN CREED. : 
H.I S Being governs all things, not as a ſoul of 

the world, but as lord of the univerſe; and u 
account of his dominion, he is tiled Lord God, ſupreme 
over all. For the word God is a relative term, and has 
reference to ſervants; and Deity is the dominion of 
God, not (ſuch as a ſoul has) over a body of his own, 
which is the notion of thoſe, who make God the ſoul 
of the world; but (ſuch as a governor has) over ſer- 
vants, The ſupreme Gop is an eternal, infinite, abſo- 


lutely perfect Being: but a being, how perfect ſoe ver, 
| | without 
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without dominion, is not Lord God, For we ſay, my 
Cod, jon Cod, the God of 1/rae!, the God of Gods and 
Lord of Lords. But we do not ſay, my Etetnal, your 
Eternal, the Eternal of Iſrael,” the Eternal of the 80455 
we do not ſay, my Infinite, your Infinite, the Infinite 
of Iſrael; we do not ſay, my Perfect, your Perfect, the 
Perfect of Iſrael: for theſe terms have no relation ta 
ſervants, The term Gon very frequently ſigniffes | 
Lord ; but every Lord is not Gop. The dominion of a 
ſpiritual Being conſtitutes him Gon; true dominion, 
true Gon: ſupreme dominion, ſupreme Gon; imagin-+ 
ary dominion; imaginary Gop. And from his having 
# true dominion, it follows, that the true Gop is living, 
intelligent, and powerful; from his other perfect ions it 
follows, that he is ſupreme, or moſt perfect. He is e- 
ternal and infinite, omnipotent and omniſcient: that is, 
he continues ſrom eternity to eternity, and is 2 
from infinity to infinity; he governs all things, and 
knows all things which are done, or can be done, 
(known). He is not eternity and infinity, but etern 
and infinite; he is not duration and ſpace, but he has 
duration of exiſtence, and is preſent. He continues: al- 
ways, and is preſent every where ; and by exiſting al- 
ways, and every where, he conſtitutes duration and 
ſpace, (eternity and infinity.) Since every. part d 
| always is, and every indiviſible moment of durfa- 
tion is every where, certainly the maker and Lord of 
all things cannot be ſaid to be in no time, and no 
place. Every ſoul that hath perception at different 
times, and in different organs of che ſenſes and moti- 
ons, is the ſame individual perſon. There are” parts, 
ſuoceſſive in duration, co-exiſting in'{pace ; but neither 
of them in the perſon of a man, or his principle of co. 
gitation : and much leſs are there any in the thinking 
ſubſtance of Gop. Every man, as he is a being that 
has perception, is one and the ſame man during his 
whole life, in all 2nd every one of the organs of his 
ſenſes, Gon is one and the ſame God, always, and 
every where. He is omnipreſent, not by his power 
eniy, but in his very ſubſtance ; for power cannot ſub. 
ſiſt withont ſubſtance, In him all things are contained 
and moye, but without any mutual affecting of each 
Vor. IL 7 F other; 
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other: for Gop is not at all affected with the motions 
Of bodies, neither do they find any reſiſtance from the 
Omnipreſence of Gop. Tis agreed on all hands, that 
the ſupreme Gov neceſſarily exiſls; and by the ſame 
neceſſity, he exiſts always, and every where. Whence 
alſo it follows, that he is all fimilar, all eye, all ear 
all brain, all arm, all ſenſation, all underftarding, all 
aQive-power-: but this not after a human manner, not 
after à corporal manner; but after a manner wholely 
unknown to us. As a blind man has no idea of colours; 
ſo have we no notion of the ways, by which the moſt 


wiſe God perceives and underſtands all things. He is 


intirely without all body or bodily figure ; and there- 
fore can neither be ſeen, nor heard, nor touched: 
neither ought he to be worſhipped under the repreſen- 
tation of any corporeal thing. |

he quoted were as much the effects of mere imagi- TP 


nation, as the ſtudies at Laputa. But having fince 
had the curiolity to look into thoſe Laws, IT can aſſure 


them, that they are genuine; and do own, that I am 
as much ſurpriz d at the man, as at the able fimplici 


the manners of his anceſlors. What could induce 
him to revive the memory of thoſe laws, which, not- 
withſtanding their publication, were only in the hands 
of a few Antiquaries, and in a fair way of being for · 
gotten ? Tis the es mg" character of a true Bri- 
fon to be extreamly jealous of the 'honour of his coun- 


try, and to publiſh nothing that would derogate from 


the dignity of his Prince. But this is, in my opinion, 
a very different behaviour: 'tis being a little too free 
with Majeſty, to let every one know what paſſed be- 
tween a King and bis ſervants for his private amuſe- 
ment; or to give an exad lift of the perquifites of all 
his miniſters. For my part, had I been deſcended 
from the primitive antiquity of that nation, or obtain-" 


ed the greater honour of repreſenting any part of it 


in Parliament, I would have humbly deſired leave to 
bring in a Bill, not to repeal, but to aboliſh all the 
Laws of that country before the time of Henxy VII. 


or if ſuch a Bill had met with too great an oppoſition” 


from the /overs of law in an unknown tongue, it might 
have been eafy to have laid a great penalty upon tranſ- 
lating chem; the Records being preſerved entire, to 
be conſulted only on ſpecial occaſions. The tranſliting, 
or rather exporting laws in a foreign language, is car- 
rying off the wiſdom of a nation, to the great detri- 
ment of the inhabitants; tis letting their neighbours 
into all their ſecrets-of government, which may ſome- 
times turn to their diſadvantage. This gentleman how- 
ever ſeems to excuſe his own conduct in this particular, 


by ſaying, that theſe Conſtitutions were originally of 


our own growth, and therefore there could be no in- 
convenience in communicating them again to us: but 
his proof of this is, what is generally eſteemed of the 
moſt ſuſpicious ſort, only the authority of a Dedies* 


tion. Nor does even that evidence ſpeak full to this 
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point: for it is not there ſaid, that 7% body of the. 


Helſp Laws is derived from the Saxoni, but only the 
moft. conſiderable part of them. Mallarum Priuc ipas 
prima, & pregripuas juris dicunds formulas d Saxoni- 
bus derivaſſt. The Welſh: Princes might have had. 
ſome regard to the examples of the Saxons, in making 


laws; the principal methods of adjuſting property, and 
puniſhing criminals, might be taken from them; with- 
out ſuppoſing, that there was nothing in the Britiſ 


Iazs ſtrictly and peculiarly their owne And I am ra- 


, ther inclined to be of this opinion, becauſe I find the 


ſame author e xpreſſing himſelf more diſtinctly in the 
Preface upon this ſubject. Aſter pointing out ſome 


Welſh Conſtitutions, that were probably taken from 


their neighbours, he adds, Hare autem non ideo à me:

that the very, ſame perſons were frequeatly E x 
of both. A glorious inſtance of which we have conti- 
nually in our minds, namely, that conſummate lawyer 
and divine, WIILIAu PRYNtE, Eſq; who was an utter 
birriſter of Linco/n5-inn, and one of the greateſt ornaments 
of the ſociety vf Grub. treet. This ancient friendfhip be- 
tween the two communities, makes us take the proceed- 
ings of Mr. Lyn the more unkindly, who has endeavour- 
ed to ſet them at variance; and, as weare informed, has 
prevailed upon ſeveral of our molt learned members by 
large penſions, not only to abſent themſelves from our 
meetings, but even to abuſe our Society itſelf : the molt 
eminent of thele are Mr. OsBorn, Mr. Waris: 
nau, Mr. CiBBer, and Mr. Concanan ; who boaſt- 
ing, in ſeveral places, as we hear, of the generoſity of 
their patron, have induced, upon the proſpect of the 
like good fortune, even the OzaToR, and the R- 
GiSTER of Grub-/reet to deſert us. We did not ſo 
much wonder indeed at the deſertion of the former, 
about half a year ago; becauſe he at the ſame time be- 
gan to act more openly in a deuble capacity, as a;Quack 
e as well as an OaATOoR. For as it. is proper 
to the latter to plead on any ſide: ſo it is to the former, 
to pretend to cure any incurable diſtemper. But we 
could not but be ſurprized at the deſertion of our Rg. 
5 | GISTER 
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'Gl6TER, no longer ago than laſt faturdiy ; who had 
made ſo many repeated declarations, that he would ne- 
ver engage in the petulance o party. But tho' we ate 
much concerned at theſe two great loſſes; yet we have 
this conſolation under it, That while theſe gentlemen 
_ declaim againſt the Society of Grub. frert, they at the 
fame time proclaim the excellency of our inſtitution 3 
ſhewing, in almoſt every line they write, their ingrati- * 
tude, as plainly, as their learning; and that they could 
not poffibly have handled their weapons ſo well, had 
they not learned the art, in that very Academy, againſt 
which they have thought fit to turn them, How- 
ever, before we accede to the Treaty propoſed; we 
think it reaſonable to infiſt upon a ſeparate, additional 
Article, relating to this matter, That each Society ſhall 
grant no protection to the renegado members 6f the 
other, but ſhall deliver them up cn demand. 
Nor has the conduct of Mr. D' Anvers, and the 
gentlemen of Gray's-inn, been ſuch as to induce us 
readily to come into their meaſures, In ſeveral of his 
Papers, particularly thoſe which contain Remarks ufon 
the Hiſtory of England, he has given great offence to 
many worthy perſons, who are at a loſs to know with 
what view they were written. The Curxsozy Opgxr- 
vaToR affirms, that in them the Jacobite, under the 
maſque of a Republican, was ſtriking at the intereſt of 
the preſent Royal Family.

An Account of the great Victory at Sea, obtained over the 


Spaniſh Fleet, by the Engliſh, ander the command of 


an Officer then on board the Barfleur. | 
W E ſet fail from Spithead, June 2, 1718, with 


a ſquadron of 22 men of- war, under the 


command of Sir GH nο BynG, who hoiſted the u- 


nion flag at the main top maſt head, on board of his 
Majeſty's ſhip the Barfleur. We proceeded without 
any conſiderable adventure to the Streights mouth; 
and without going into Gibraltar made the beſt of our 
way to Port Mahon, in the iſland of Minorca : where 
the Governor inform'd our Admiral, that the Spaniſh 


fleet was failed for Palermo, intending for Meſlina, 
(both in Sicily) and from thence for Naples. But Ad- 
miral Byrne, according to the marine proverb, that - 


ern chace is a long chace, did not chuſe to follow 
them, but rather to meet them ; and made the beſt of 
his way for Naples, and went to the ſouthward of 


Sardinia, between that iſland and Sicily; but ſaw no-

the injudiciouſneſs of patrons, and the proper 4 
of retrieving the honour of the Muſes, and reſtoring 
the moſt elegant of all the ſciences to its antient luſtre 
and reputation; which diſpoſed me for the following 
dream or viſion,” when I went to be.. 
I fancied myſelf walking up and down in the ſhady 
groves of Parnaſſus, amidſt a very' large company. of

nor ſo heartily regretted any thing, as that I had not 
purſued.ſuch elevated and refined ſtudies, as might have 
entitled me to a place in ſo much good company. 

However, before I undeceived thenvas to their fa vour- 

able conceptions of me, I preſumed to enquire, whe- 

ther any of our nation had of late been thought worthy 
to be admitted among them ; becauſe they ſeemed to 
entertain with ſo much pleaſure the acceſſion of a youth, 
who had a juſter opinion of himſelf, than to think he 
had a title to the great honour they were pleaſed to do 
him. To which it was anſwered, that, on what ac- 
count they knew not, but the Engliſh genius, they ap- 
prehended, had very much declined. For a great 
number of our Country-men had made pretenſions to 
their Society of late: but for want of good credentials, 
they were ſtil] rejected. Why, alaſs ! then, Gentle- 
men, I replied, it is no ſmall affliction to me to be 
obliged to declare to you, that I am not the bappy per- 
ſon you miſtake me for. This is but an excurſion into 
theſe flowery regious, like the accidental adventures of 
my Muſe: I am not fo fortunate as to be free of your 

company, and enrolled. a Parnaffian ; for, being no 

profeſſed Poet, how ſhould I obtain the privileges of 

your community under the hand of AroLLo?, _ ,

Poet in his dominions. This really, rejoined Arol Lo; 
is like Nexo's taking the laure! by ſtrength of his legi- 
ons, and crowning himſelf with it ; at the ſame time 
cauſing himſelf to be 1 with ſound of trum - 
pet, the beſt Poet in his dominions, let any man ſay 
the contrary at his peril. Well, Mr. LauR EAT, pro-
